Housing Bill Halted In 


Senate-House Wrangle

Department of Public Welfare as the “single Title XX 
state agency" for planning, administering, supervising 
and developing a Title XX Services Plan In addition, I 
appointed a State Title XX Policy Committee compoetd 
of Messrs. Raymond W. Rizzo, Executive Assistant to 
the Governor; Edison L. Thuma, State Budget Director; 
and Wayne A. Stanton, Administrator, State 
Department of Public Welfare. This Policy Committee 
is to oversee and give direction to the State 
Department of Public Welfare in its development of 
the Services Plan for Title XX. 


To date, an extensive planning process has been 
carried out in Indiana, consisting of the following:

The HOOSIER DAY

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Indiana's largest law school is 
continuing the fine tradition 
under Dean William Harvey 
The new building located a 
few 
blocks 
from 
the 
State 
Capitol was dedicated in 1970 
under directorship of 
Cleon 
Foust, a former state Attorney 
General. He reached mandatory 
retirement age in 1973, and an 
extensive search was launched 
to 
locate 
a 
suitable 
replacement. 
More than 300 
applications were received for 
the job from all parts of the 
nation, many candidates in­ 
terviewed, and needs of an 
expanding 
institution 
con­ 
sidered 
As I had hoped, the best 
qualified individual was found 
already on the staff. William 
Harvey, a native of Topeka. 
Kansas, former law clerk for 
two federal judges when Chief 
Justice Warren Burger headed 
the Supreme Court, author and 
legal scholar, was named. 
Prior to the departure of Dean 
Foust, I interviewed him on the 
legacy 
he 
would 
leave 
his 
successor He told me the new 
building met all needs, but the 
school was rapidly outgrowing 
the library facilities. More than 
100.000 books w ere needed, 
including additional volumes of 
those on the shelves to provide 
for research. 
Foust noted that provisions 
for a third floor in the library 
section of the new building had 
to be eliminated from the plans 
due to cost. Additional space 
would be needed after the first 
50.000 books were added 
Recently, I returned to the 
school to check on the progress 
under Dean Harvey. One of the 
pleasant things he told me was 
of 
a 
“ ren aissan ce" 
with 
significant changes in 
the 
library over the past two years. 
The former, long term and well 
qualified librarian had died, and 
a search conducted to carry on 
the same high traditions. 


A well qualified individual 
was acquired. 
He observed, 
analyzed, tested floor strengths, 
and reorganized the existing 
facility. Harvy said: “We had 
library ranges spaced 36 inches 
apart, found more could be 
added and space reduces for 
more stacks. We thought that 
we were out of space and found 
room for 100,000 additional 
volumes. It is now by far the 
largest law library in the state 
with over 165,000 volumes. This 
year we added 17,000 volumes 
surpassing the one year ac­ 
cession of both Yale and Har­ 
vard Law Schools.

“widespread con 
spiracy” that threatened the 
nation's internal security. 
Most of those jailed had led

After the crackdown, similar 
to the mass arrests ordered by 
Mrs Gandhi last year to break 
a nationwide rail strike, the 
government’s chief information 
officer said the situation was 
“generally peaceful throughout 
the country.”

Ahmedebad, capital of the west 
coast state of Gujarat, police 
fired tear gas to disperse stone 
throwing mobs. 


In New Delhi, government 
offices operated normally and 
there were no reported demon- 
stations.

shouting slogans and holding 
public meetings or dem onstra­ 
tions in the capital 
The government closed inter­ 
national telephone and telex 
lines at noon Thursday but 
restored them about eight hours 
later after imposing censorship 
of outgoing news copy. 
Among those arrested was 
Jayaprakash Narayan, 72, a 
respected Mohandas Gandhi- 
style leader whose “peaceful 
revolution” has been gaining 
strength in recent months. 
He was picked up by police 
only hours after he addressed a 
rally of 10,000 followers and 
urged “the arm y, police and 
governm ent em ployes not to 
obey any order they consider 
illegal." 
Mrs Gandhi, daughter of the 
late Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru, has appealed her June 
12 corruption conviction to the 
Supreme Court.

Today’s barbecu­ 
ing, however, is made easier with conveniences such as 
Worcestershire sauce, which adds a spice shelf of flavor 
at a single dash. 
HONEY LEMON BARBECUED CHICKEN 


2-1/2 lb. chicken, quartered 
2 tablespoons fresh lemon juice 
2 tablespoons original Worcestershire 
sauce, divided 
I teaspoon salt, divided 
1/4 cup honey 
I tablespoon onion powder 
1/4 teaspoon garlic powder 


Place chicken in a tight fitting bowl or double plastic 
bag. Combine lemon juice, 1-1/2 tablespoons of the Worces­ 
tershire sauce and 3/4 teaspoon of the salt. Pour over 
chicken. Cover or seal and refrigerate 3 to 4 hours. Remove 
chicken from marinade, reserving marinade. Place chicken, 
skin side down, on a rack over slow burning charcoal. Grill 
for 15 minutes. Turn and broil 15 minutes longer. Mean­ 
while, combine reseived marinade (about 1/4 cup) with 
honey, onion powder, garlic powder, remaining 1*1/2 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce and 1/4 teaspoon salt; blend 
well.

Unlike New York City, this tiny 
Oklahoma town is turning away 
all financial help as a threat to 
its sovereignty. 
The 
latest 
rejection 
was 
Lotsee’• share of the state 
alcohol beverage tax —$1.73. 
“We don’t want it," said town 
founder 
G eorge 
C am pbell. 
“They can have it. Lotsee as a 
m atter of principle does not 
accept 
money 
from 
state, 
federal and county sources 
“ It would destroy our sove­ 
reignty.” 
Such frugal ndependenee is. 
however, of little concern to a 
town with no income, no debt 
and no budget. 
And a population of only five 
persons 
Campbell 
incorporated 
the 
town —actually 60 acres of his 
1,400-acre ranch a few miles 
west of Tulsa —in 1965 because 
“we don’t want the metropoli­ 
tan planning commission of any 
city telling us who can and who 
can’t use the ranch." 
Tulsa County Treasurer John
